Heaven moſt. effeQually rates upon a human Body, b 
agreeable to itſelf, and fo alſo on the Body both of the Prinlf 
himſelf and his Subjects, ſo as to change the Temperamei 
of their Bodies, and with thoſe Temperaments, their Mann 
or Conditions ; and the Manners or Conditions of Princes a 
Subjects being changed, a Mutation of the Commonwea 
follows; ſo ſays the. ingenious Keckermar, lib. 1. cap. 
and with him agrees the learned Origanus. We obſerve ({ai 
he, Part 3. cap. 1.) not only ſundry Changes and 'I'ranſlatia 
of Kingdoms whilſt ſuch or ſuch Planets reign, and be 
Rule, but alſo that upon the whole Surface of the Earth the 
is nothing permanent; and by comparing of Times and Place 
we perceive Siccity changed into Mpiſture, Moiſture to Si 
city ; ſome Countries deſtroyed by Waters, others increaſe 
Seeing therefore, that God the Author of Nature, and the fi 
Mover, and Cauſe of every good Thing, changeth Countrie 
and transfers Kingdoms at his Pleaſure ; yet ſeeing he hath e 
graven in the Book of Nature the Motions and Mutations 
all Things, we will make a ſhort Enquiry into the ſuperi 
natural Cauſes of ſuch Mutations. 

Some good Authors reckon. amongſt the ſuperior natu 
Cauſes of Mutations in Government, the Motions of the P 
nets Abſides, the Change of the Sun's Excentricity, and 
Variation of the Obliquity of the Ecliptick ; but theſe Motion 
and the Effects aſcribed thereto, are not ſa certain as the M 
tions and Influence of the plan Bodies, of Comets, 2 
of Eclipſes of the Luminaries: Therefore to theſe | Caul 
chiefly, we will confine our preſent Enquiry. . Ptolemy di 
courſing concerning univerſal Events, aſſures us, that t 
chief and moſt powerful Cauſe of their Accidents is from 
lipſes of the Sun, and the Configurations of the Stars at 
Time. The learned Sir George Wharton ſays, that among © 
leſtial Cauſes the Doctrine of Eclipſes takes Pregegenc 
and the very learned Sir Chriſtopher Heydon faith, there is

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A fearful Eclipſes of the Sun, Comets, and other heavenly 
1 :opearances, to have always been Forerunners of all gteat and 
able Mutations in the World. e 
Many were the A which Antiquity took notite of, 
nd after moſt of them ſome memorable Actions to have ſuc- 
ed. Plutarch obſerves, that at what time Pericles armed 

[150 ies, and was ready to fail, an Eclipſe of the Sun 
Wppened 3 which being conceived to be ominous, by ſome, 
W!ricles derided the Prognoſtication; but (fays he} Pericles 
Wiſting Sail notwithſtanding, did no notable or ſpecial Ser- 
ite anſwerable to ſo great a Preparation; for which he was 
Feorived of all Honours, and fined fifteen Talents. In the 
lie of Pelopidas we find, that upon his ſecond 2 
ainſt the Tyrant Alexander of Pheres, a great Eclipſe of 
ee Sun happened at Noon Day, which ſome of his Friends 

Jold him ſignified the Death of ſome great Perſon like to 
Wimſelf, and adviſed him to deſiſt, for ſome time, from pur- 
king that Expedition; but he not regarding their Predictions 
ind Admoniſhments, purſued his Journey, and by his Death 
atly verified what they had foretold him. We alſo read 
n the Life of Nicias, that inſtantly after an Eclipſe of the 
Moon, the Syracufians overthrew the whole Power of the A. 
tenians by Sea; and he himſelf and Demoſtbenes were taken 
Piſoners, and ſoon after loſt their Lives. But he that 
would ſee more of the hiſtorical Narration, and Effects of 
{clipſes in preceding Times, may read Leovitius De conjunctio- 
pbus & Eclipfebus ; and at preſent I ſhall conclude this 
ubje&t of Eclipſes, with the curious Obſervations of the 
ned Mr. Whifton, the Reſult of a long and very exact En- 
qury about the Time and Appearance of ancient Eclipſes. 
We find (ſays he, ſixth Diſſert. p. 248.) that both the partial 
ad the total Downfalls or Deſtructions of every one of the 
or Monarchies, the Arian or Babylonian, the Medo-per- 
an, the Grecian, and the Roman, were uſhered in, and 
ometimes in part occaſioned by the like Eclipſes immediately 
eforehand : So that the intermediate Breaches made upon the 
kreral Empires, were conſtantly introduced by great Eclipſes 
of the Sun; and their final Periods by great Eclipſes of the 
Von, {till viſible over the ſame Monarchies, as his Calcu- 
e ons there produced do demonſtrate.

Whic 
Requeſt Xerxes took with ſuch Indignation, that he command 
ed that eldeſt Son to be divided into two Parts, and thoſd d. 
Parts to be placed on each Side of the Road, that his ArmyMi 
might march between them: Which was done accordingly My 
and is a terrible Memorial of the Reality of the ſupernaturalMy; 
Eclipſe of the Sun at that Time.
